A Little More Cider. 


The New York Bulletin sffords some in- 
teresting facts about the cider manufacture 
Those who know the most about 
this business say that more cider has been 
made this season than the total manufacture 
of the last twelve years would amount to. 
The product of one county in New Jersey 
aggregates nearly 1,000,000 of gallons. This 
is the result of the immense yield of apples 
which are ao drug within ten miles of this 
city, and sell here at from $3 to $4 per barre! 
The amount of cider used for vinegar is com- 
paratively stall, and that used for a beverage 
still less compared with the manufacture. 
The greater portion of the cider made is used 
for the manufacture of imitation cham 
pagne, to wold at ranging 
from four dollara to five dollars per boitle. 

The largest cider-makers say that they have 
more Orders for pale or clarified cider than 
they can fill,as this kind makes the best 
champagne. All cider used for drinking, or 
in the manufacture of wines, is allowed to 
ferment, and when the fermentation is about 
wo cease, it is racked off into other casks. I 
goes through this procese three or four times, 
or until all the sediment is got rid of. A s#o- 
lution of fish sounds and isinglaes added at 
the last racking, gives it clearness and make: 
what ia termed clarified cider. In order to 
make champagne it is only necessary to add 
a little grape juice, sugar and alcohol mixed, 
and a small quantity of carbonic acid gas, 
made from common whiting and vitriol 
This mixture is corked without admitting 
the least air, in French botdes, and is then 
supplied with labels imported for this purpose 
[t is then packed and sold asthe genuine ar 
ticle at a large advance on the original cost. 

A very large amount of cider is manufac 
tured in New York from dried apples, which 
are soaked in water for a time. This wate 
is then drawn off and doctored with a prepa 
ration of alcohol, simple ayrup, and carbonic 
acid, and is sold as pure cider. As the same 
apples can be soaked many times, the manu 
facturers can undersell those who manufac 
ture the genuine article. One dealer in manu 
factured cider sells, on an average, over 500, 
000 dozen yearly. The yield of cider in thig 
country this year is enormous and is estimated 
at 60,000,000 gallons, or about 2,000,000 bar 
rels, amounting at BS per harre!, to the sum 
of $12,000,000, to be divided chiefly amony 
the farmers.
